A NEW AND VERY PRACTICAL FIELD of research which has re- 
cently been undertaken in Canada is connected with the solving of prob- 
lems in building. The construction of homes and other structures which 
will withstand the effects of the weather upon the materials used, has long 
been of interest in this country, where the extreme climate causes many 
difficulties in this work. At one time there was trouble with cement work 
in some localities in the West, where chemicals in the soil a oe founda- 
tions and sidewalks. A research program conducted at the University of 
Saskatchewan over a period of years, resulted in a new type of cement 
which resisted the soil chemicals, and solved this important problem. 4

the climate in various parts of Canada upon build-

MELITA, Man., Nov. 21. .—.The 
extent of an oil find made 17 miles 
south of here by the Souris Valley 
Oil company is expected to be known 
shortly, according to company offi- 
cials. 

Manitoba mines and_ resources 
Minister J. S. McDiarmid said that 
oil had been found at Downey No. 1 
well, but not in commercial quanti- 
ties. 

Further drilling was planned but 
operations had been’ temporarily 
halted by a mechanical. breakdown. 
The well was expected to be driven 
about 900 feet deeper. 

Harry L. Carnahan, New Orleans, 
vice-president of the company, said, 
“if Manitoba is ever going to have a 
real oil well, it's going to’ have one 
almost right now on the Downey 
farm.

Canada Heavier This Year 


Alberta And Manitoba Damage Down, 
But Saskatchewan Losses Are Up 


~ (By The Canadian Press) 

Canadians looking back on a season of heavy forest fire 
losses in the east and west — but of light damage in the central 
provinces — found the most spectacular development in a smoke 
pall that brought a daytime blackout to several eastern North 


American cities one weekend in 


The over-all fire loss in Canada is 
believed heavier this year than in 
1949. Just how much heavier. has 
yet to be calculated by provincial 
forestry department officials, _ still 
busy tabulating rangers’ reports. 

Estimates. of the value of timber 
destroyed are available for only one 
of the 10 provinces, Alberta, , which 
lost $1,000,000 worth. In all Can- 
ada last year, the value of timber 
burned and the, cost of firefighting 
totalled $9,017,706. 

Up In Some Provinces 

Losses were up in Saskatchewan, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
down in Alberta, a Canadian Press 
survey showed. A wet summer made 
the fire season a light one in Quebec, 
Manitoba and Ontario, which have 
not yet placed a value on the dam- 
age: Details of the number of fires 
and their cost are incomplete in 
British Columbia and Newfoundland. 
Canada’s smallest province, Prince 
Edward Island, has scarcely any for- 
est. 

The smoke that drifted eastward 
from bushfires in northwestern Can- 
ada the weekend of Sept. 24 blotted 
out the sun over a scove of cities 
including Torogto, Chicago, New 
York, Washington and Buffalo, N.Y. 
The smoke made the moon appear 
blue over the British Isles and caus- 
ed other weird effects in the Danish 
sky.

Late and early October were the 
worst forest fire periods in New 
‘Brunswick, Damage is described as 
the heaviest in recent years. At least 
70 square miles, mostly in the north- 
ern part of the province, was black- 
enéd and the loss included young 
and mature soft and hard timber, 
Some of the areas had been swept 
previously by fires or had a cover- 
ing of scrub growth. Last year fires 
burned through 4,864 acres, with loss 
of $12,740.” , 

Ontario lost 1,412 acres of mer- 
chantable timber in the 957 fires that 
burned through 37,687 acres, com- 
pared with 3,527 acres of salable 
timber in 1,834 fires that swept 60,- 
065 acres last year. Some 3,000 
acres of burn has yet to be classi- 
fied.

MONTREAL. — Modern wars are 
fought with steel, and one major 
concern in the defence of North Am- 
erica is assurance of an adequate 
emergency supply of iron ore to feed 
the blast furnaces of United States 
and Canadian steel mills. 

High defence authorities in Ottawa 
stressed to me the importance of 
keeping the steel mills situated in 
the mid-continent,. because the sub- 
Marine menace in another world war 
will be far greater along coastal 
areas than. during World War I. 

Defence leaders in Canada and the 
United States have ‘been stressing 
the ‘great importance of making the 
high-grade, open-pit iron ore of Lab- 
rador and Quebec accessible to the 
mid-continent steel mills. This will 
help conserve dwindling Mesabi re- 
serves and provide a supplementary 
source. to meet demands of war or 
peace. a 

World War II Piste dreadful drains 
on Mesabi range iron ore. During 
the first two years, for instance, 
Lake Superior district production 
jumped from 64,000,000 tons a year 
to 93,000,000 tons. About 90 per cent. 
of the increase came from the rich 
open-pit mines. 

Exploratory surveys and drilling in 
Labrador and Quebec indicate that 
at least 350,000,000 tons of high- 
‘grade, open-pit iron ore are avail- 
able. High Canadian officials firmly 
believe the supply is much greater. 

Montreal is headquarters of the va- 
rious companies concerned with the 
Labrador-Quebec, iron ore develop- 
ments,. I talked’ with one of the of- 
ficials of the combined companies, In 
Ottawa I discussed defence aspects 
of Labrador-Quebec iron. ore with 
Prime Minister St. Laurent and with 
Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton, Chair- 
man of the Canada-United States 
Permanent Joint Board of Defence.

Military Ranks 
To Stick In 
Canadian Legion 


(By The Canadian Press) 

OTTAWA—Military ranks stick as 
far as the Canadian Legion is con- 
cerned. ° 

It has become the second Canadian 
veterans organization within a year 
to kill an attempt to have all mem- 
bers called plain “mister” instead of 
officers called by their wartime 
ranks. a 
. A statement said. the. Dominion 
executive council settled that ques- 
tion in'a recent four-day meeting, It 
thus followed in the footsteps of this 
summer’s first national convention of 
the Air Force Associationu where a 
similar move was at first successful 
and then rejected. 

The Legion statement said “ever 
since the inception of this organiza- 
tion 25 years ago this controversial 
subject has had some tough innings.” 
The national council finally got 
around to dealing with it. 

A resolution emanating from the 
British Columbia command requested 
that the rank practice be done away 
| with so far as veterans are concern- 
ed. : 

But around the council table the 
“nays” were preponderant. 

One opinion had it that all the 
“brass” shown on Dominion com- 
mand letter-heads and on the mast- 
head of the Legion’s national publi- 
cation “The Legionary” -did not go 
down well with the rank and file of 
Legion membership. 

But as one executive member, a 
self-confessed acting Sergeant (un- 
paid) in the First World War, assur- 
ed his colleagues, “I have no com- 
plaint with Generals and such who 
are active in the Legion having their 
rank shown ., .

lege PRE the lowest on record. 

he previous record was 37.0 per 
100,000, established in 1948. 

-In commenting upon the situation, 
the Canadian Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion Bulletin states “it is interesting 
to note that we are catching up. to 
some extent with the United States, 
in fact, we are now only one year 
behind them as far as death rates 
are concerned. The U.S. figure for 
1948 was 30 per 100,000, and their 
provisional rate for 1949 is 26.1, not 
very much lower than ours.” 

In discussing the death rates in 
the various provinces, the Bulletin 
comments “the most striking feature 
is. the record low of 15.6 established 
by the province of Ontario. In 1948 
Ontario dropped, for the first time, 
below the twenties, but this most re- 
cent gain is even more spectacular, 
and would indicate-that the methods 
followed by this province in- combat- 
ting the disease are specially effi- 
cient.” 

Ontario is, however, by no. means 
the only province to have made re- 
markable headway. 

The Bulletin points out that every 
province showed a reduction. Prince 
Edward Island brought its rate down 
to 23.4 a drop of 17 points from the 
1948 figure, while Nova Scotia drop- 
sped from 38.9 to 28.5, New Bruns- 
wick from 45.7 to 27.8, Quebec 58.3 
to 48.8, Manitoba from 37 to 28.9, 
Saskatchewan was down to 21.5, Al- 
berta to 24.2 and British Columbia 
to 36.4,

—SAYS RESOURCES MINISTER WINTERS 


BOSTON. — Resources Minister Winters said here that the 
days of discovery in Canada’s vast Northwest Territories “are by 
no means passed”. In a speech to the Canadian Club of Boston, 
Mr Winters said there are ‘numerous rich prospects” in the 
North, once considered a barren, desolate and worthless waste- 
land. 

“Only 30 years ago the economy 
of the Northwest Territories -was 
founded entirely on the fur trade,” 
said-Mr. Winters. “Then in 1920 oil 
was discovered at Norman Wells, 
about 85 miles south of the Arctic 
Circle, and a little more than a dec- 
ade later radium and uranium weré 
found at Great Bear Lake, 25 miles 
south of the Arctic Circle. 

“A few years after that, unusually. 
rich gold deposits were discovered at 
Yellowknife,- which now is a flour- 
ishing modern town of some 2,500 
people. 

“The days of discovery in that 
area are by no means passed. There 
are numerous rich prospects, the 
most spedtacular and promising of 
ich até large lead and zinc de- 
posits at Pine Point, on the south 
shore of Great Slave Lake.” 

Another flourishing industry in the 
North was commercial fishing on 
Great Slave Lake. In order to pre- 
verit the lake from being fished ‘out

Police Force Still

OTTAWA. — Major-General A. B. 
Perry, a pioneer of the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police, is still a keen

Despite his 90 years—he was born 
in 1860—General Perry follows the 
war in Korea daily with the aid of 
maps, and retains his interest in cur- 
rent events at home. 

General Perry is one of the origi- 
nal Yukon “sourdoughs’”. He was in. 
charge of the then Northwest Mount- 
ed Police detachment as superintend- 
ent of the territory during the wild 
days of “Dan McGrew” and other 
gold-rush characters. 

He also is one of the few surviv- 
ing members of the Riel Rebellion, 
having taken a force from Calgary 
to Edmonton to join the fight against 
the resurgents. 

The, general attended this year’s 
annual re-union celebrations: at the 
Royal Military College- at Kingston. 
As the last of the “Old Highteen”— 
the original entry class at R.M.C.— 
he’ took the salute of the march past 
of the old boys’ division and joined 
in the dinners, church parade and 
other social functions. 

Among the first he is ‘able to re- 
call is his winning of the first Gov- 
ernor-General’s gold sword at .R.M.C. 
and his duties as first battalion ser- 
geant-major of the college.
